Former French Premier A nnounces 


Aim of Countrymen to Promote 
Program of Security

PARIS, April 11—A great temptation has come to me 


from America. Mr. Frank S. Pavey, the president of La 


Federation de !’Alliance Francaise aux Etats Unis (French Al- 


liance Federation in the United States,) has been good enough 


to write to me and invite me to the general convention of this — 
association and has proposed a very attractive program of re- 


ceptions in Philadelphia, New 

It would be an agreeable trip 
lasting about three weeks and 
would take place in April or May— 
the eweet wild April of the poet, 
William Force Stead, or the 
flowery, the bounteous May of John 
Milton. How could I not be at- 
tracted by this perspective? 

But, unfortunately, circumstances 
still chain me to Paris. The 
French Senate has much work 
ahead of it. The question of Eu- 
ropean security still faces Parlia- 
ment and public opinion, and, in 
epite of the optimistic notes which 
‘appear in the press from time to 

time, we are still far from having 

reached a satisfactory solution. 

No matter how great is my de- 
sire to accept repeated invitations 
to greet France's American friends 
in their own country, the time is 
hardly appropriate for such a trip. 
J am tied here and I am con- 
demned to continue a conversation 
from a distance which I would pre- 
fer to hold in a more direct and 
intimate manner. 

I very much regret this pro- 
longed remoteness. It would be 
to our mutual interest to become 
better acquainted with our respec- 
tive countries and to meet each 
other more regularly. 

We could thus prevent e many 
misunderstandings and errors. We 
would add te our friendship, which 
has all the charm of spontaneous 
sentiment, the strength of refiec- 
tive thought and determination 
based on thorough reasoning. 

I hope that in time we shall suc- 
ceed in bringing together more and 
more the ties that bind us, and it 
is in this spirit that I shall con- 
tinue to keep my readers acquaint- 
ed with things which sometimes 
may appear to be somewhat far 
away from them, but which are 
first among the preocou of 
Europe.

At the time the treaties were 
signed two guarantees were prom- 
ised to us. The late President 
Willison and Mr. Lloyd George, in 
the name of the United States and 
England, offered us a pact of as- 
sistance in case of aggression; and 
it was in exchange for that prom- 
ise that the periods of the occu- 
pation were not extended up to the 
time when reparations would be 
paid in full. as we had asked. 

Neither Washington nor Lond 
ratified the pact of assistance. — 
first guarantee has, therefore, dis- 
appeared. As a matter of fact, it 
had the inconvenience eof apply- 
ing to France only, and ef not en- 
tirely settling the problem of Eu- 
ropean security. 


DISARMAMENT OF GERMANY 
The second guarantee was more 
general in scope. It consisted in 


the naval and military disarma- 
ment of Germany. Naval disarma- 
ment interested, above all, England 
and the United States. Military 
disarmament interested, more es- 
pecially, the nations of Continental 
Europe. 

The naval disarmament has been 
accomplished. The German fleet 
has been destroyed. 

When, in 1912, the British Cab- 
inet sent Lord Haldane to Ger- 
many with instructions to obtain 
an agreement concerning the 
bullding of warships, he asked that 
the then existing proportions in 
the number of units and the ton- 
nage of the respective countries be 
maintained in the future, so that 
FPingiand’s advantage could be in- 
definitely secured. Today the Brit- 
‘ish Empire has a hundred-fold 
advantage. German frivairy has 
been stopped. The British victory 
is a signal one. 

But the report of the tnterallied 
military control mission has proved 
as I showed in these columns re- 
cently, that on land Germany re- 
mains armed to the teeth. 

The Minister of Defense, Dr. 
Gessier boasted recently that the 
German army was the most pow- 
erful one of Europe, and so it is. 

Ie it a purely defensive army? 
Not in any way. + 

The interallied mission has seized 
written orders to the effect that 
the list of volunteers (manncheft- 
en.) weapons, munitions, equip- 


ment and clothing which exceeded 


the legal allowance be hidden. Nev- 
ertheless the control officers found 
everywhere intensive war prepara- 
tions and, in particular, they ob- 
tained positive information as to 
organized mobilization in East 
Prussia. 


TRAINING OF RESERVES

Could a disarmament conference 
remedy this dangerous position? 
Certainly not. All loyal and pacific 
nations would, without a doubt, 
respect all the conditions that 
would be specified. But how 
would the powers who are not 
cured of imperialism behave after 
having signed? 

Germany has made positive 
promises in all of Part V of the 
Treaty of Versailles. She has kept 
none of them, in spite of the pres- 
ence of the interaliied military 
control mission, which has been 
functioning since 1919, and which 
has displayed unquestionable zea! 
in carrying out its duties. 

After a disarmament conference 
has made decisions, who would see 
to it that they were carried out? 
Naval disarmament is relatively 
easy to check up on, military and 
— disarmament, almost impos- 
sible. 


FAITH ONLY GUARANTEE 

If a program of international 
disarmament was drawn up there 
would be no other guarantee of its | 
execution than the good faith of 
the states involved. That amounts 
to saying that the honest nations 
would run the risk of being victims 
of the others, unless severe sang- 
tions were provided and assisthnte 
assured the disarmed nations @or 
protection against those who vio- 
lated their promise. In other 
words, a plan for international and 
simultaneous disarmament weuld 
benefit hypocritical and bellicuse 
nations and would endanger sin- 
cere and quiet nations if it were 
not accompanied and fortified by 
detailed conventions with regard to 
mutual guarantees, 

During the last few years at 
Geneva the members of the League 
of Nations thought of general dis- 
armament, but they considered 
that one should end and not rt 
with this idea and that it wa in- 
dispensable first to réassure the 
nations open to aggression. 

In 1923 the League first pro- 
posed, acting upon the report of 
Mr. Benes, a series of reciprocal 
pacts of guarantees based upon de- 
fensivye military accords. But in 
1924, Mr. MacDonald opposed this 
plan, and to please him the fa- 


mous rotocol of arbitration! 
(which r. Chamberlain killed at 
thé last Council meeting) was 


born. 

My readers know that when this 
Geneva arbitral solution was pre- 
sented to us as though it were 
b sort of panacea I took the lib-

ARBITRATION NOT NEW 
Indeed, what was there about 
the Geneva deliberations that was 


new? It was surely not the idea 
of arbitration. It was expressly 
consecrated by Article XI of the 
Versailles Treaty and by all the 
treaties that followed as a result 
of the great war, and even in these 
treaties it was far from having 
the merit of being original. 

It was not yesterday that King 
Cyrus of the Persians employed 
the King of India as an arbitra- 
tor between him and the King of 
Assyria. It was not yesterday that 
the Carthaginians, in the hope of 
preventing war, submitted their 
divergencies with Massinissa. King 
of Numidia, to arbitrators. It 
was not yesteviay that Athens 
and Megara choose Spartans as 
arbitrators te settle the question 
of possession of Salamina Is- 
land. 

And how about ancient Rome, 
and the Rome of the Middle Ages? 
Did mot they both take a part 
as permanent arbitrators between 
nations? And during the  nine- 
teenth century, and nor the ar- 
bitration idea increase in a very 
remarkable manner, even before 
The Hague Court was established, 
thanks to the happy influence of 
the United States? 

Did not on June 17, 1874, act- 
ing upon a motion of Mr. Bord- 
man Smith of New York the Unit- 
ed States Congress recommend 
that there be inserted in treaties 
to be concluded with foreign gov- 
ernments a clause stating that none 
of the parties concerned would re- 
sort to wur before efforts of con- 
cillation had been made by an im- 


partial arbitrator? 

Did not on December 4, 1882. 
President Arthur of the United | 
States declare in a message that 
he was ready to negotiate for gen- 
eral arbitration with all nations 
who were willing to accept such 
a plan? 

Did not on April 18, 1890, the 
plenipotentiartes of seventeen 
powers meet and agree upon the 
prinaiple of permanent arbitra- 
tion? 


MANY CONFTICTS SETTLED 

One could mention a hundred 
International conflicts which have 
been settled in modern times by 
this procedure. France often re- 
sorted to it before the war, and 
always felt the better for having 
done so. She arbitrated with the 
United States in 1880 regarding | 
damages resulting from the Civil | 
War of 1861 to 1866, the Franco- |

Mintary men of the Southland 
have indorsed the projected road 
that will breach the Santa Moni- 
can Range between Beverly Glen 
Road and Sherman Way in the 
San Fernando Valley.

In the recent- 
ly completed Mulholland High 
Way we have a military road that 
ls of inestimable value to the land 
forces, but to serve its greatest 
purpose laterals leading to it from 
both sides of the range it crowns 
are essential. I am glad that the 
city has seen the wisdom of start 
ing a new route across the range 
and hope that others will be bullt 
at advantageous points in the near 
future.”

It was President Wilson's 
friends and not he who stressed 
tert. phrase, “He kept us out of 
war” in the campaign of 1916. The 
President talked in that campaign 
not so much of foreign affairs as 
of domestic lasues, and of the rec- 
ord of his achievement as a liberal 
President. He knew well how 
slender was the hope of keeping 
America out of the World War. So 
he was chary of the boast that he 
had kept us out of war. With all 
his might, indeed, he was making 
a diplomatic position for the 
United States at home and abroad 
so strong that our entrance/ when 
it came, would be in a righteous 
cause. 

Until war actually came, the 
President and his friends hoped 
that they might keep America out 
of the brawl, but in 1916 the hope 
was slight. The ruthless encroach- 
ments of Germany upon the lives 
of American citizens, an encroach- 
ment unbelievably blind in the 
light of all that happened as 4 
result of it, finally forced the Pres- 
ident to abandon even the thread 
of hope. 

The tenor of his notes to Ger- 
many before November, 1916, was 
patient beyond belief. Perhaps his 
patience was founded upon the 
hope that the United States might 
‘be the great conciliator of the 


world peace without America’s 
actual entranee into the war. The 
If he 


President had ‘his pride. 
could have avoided war for Amer- 
ica and brought about a peace 
without victory, at which he hint- 
ed: if he could have become the 
mediator of a sound and perma- 
nent. world pedee, his name would 
have been safe in histery. 
MAGNIFIED FIGURE 

And if that ambition was in his 
heart, it was a pardonable one, and 
none should gainsay it to him. As 
the third year of the war began, 
Wilson became a magnified figure 
in the world, somewhat because we 
were the largest civilized group 
outside of the conflict, but chiefly, 
probably, because Wilson took 
world leadership through his notes 
to Germany and dy his patient 
pacifist philosophy, the only hope- 
ful philosophy for sick humanity 
amid the carnage. 

He took the oath of office for 


his second term Sunday, March 4, 
1917. in private, and Monday, 


March 6, the oath was renewed in 
public before a crowd in front of | 
the Capitol. Amplifiers were used | 
for the first time to carry his voice, 
across the plaza to the thousands 
assembled there. 
WILSON CHANGED 

Woodrow Wilson that day 
loomed the largest figure in the 
elvilized world.

was shown in a report issued by 
Clarence Matson, manager of the 
foreign trade department of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce 
„Imports into Los Angeles from 
foreign porte for March showed 
an increase of 7199 tons with «@ 
total tonnage of 32,506 tons, val- 
ued at $2,736,585. That vegetable 
food products such as coffee, tea. 
cocoa, rice, nuts, grain, sugar and 
spices, head the list of foreign im- 
ports is indicated by the report. 
Wood and paper and textiles are 
next on the list in value. 

Exports to foreign countries for 
March were 311,326 tons of mer- 
chandise with a value of $6,773.- 
104. For February foreign ex- 
ports totaled 315,551 tons with a 
value of $6.092,954. Nonmetallic 
minerals, with petroleum as the 
major item, headed the Ust of ex- 
ports with a total of 302,629 tons, 
valued at 14,957.56. Textile ex- 
portations were next in value.

He won the 
Harrison Gray Otis prize of $390 
for his glowing landscape in water 
color, Inspiration.“ His luck must 
have astonished him greatly. But 
it does not astonish us.
